tute. Dissolve one pint of hen manare in
three gallons of water, and let it stand in
the sun for two or throe days; water with it
twice n week,

These stimulants are more desirable for the
oulture of colery in small gardens than for
market gardening.  They could not easily
benpplied to severnl acres, but will strength-
en the growth and incremso the size of » few

dtronches,

Many amateur gardners make a mistake
in enrthing up the stalks too early, befure the
plant has obtained a vigorous growth, and
thus the roots are buried too desply for their
health  In most ellmates, the first or mid-
dle of Ostober is soun enough to begin to
blanch celery for winter use, and by that
tima the stalks are large and firm, Great
onre must ba taken not to vover the crowns,
1. o, thi benderest sprouts with sand or earth,
Use the band rather than the hoe or trowel
while placing the earth wround the wtalks,
and seloct & dry das for the work, It js the
dnmpness of the soil when applied which
Irequently causes rust to witnek the stulks
In two weeks earth up, or fill in again,

Uelery is now considerad a desirable se-
dative for nervous complaints, and also a
good digester of other dishes, Al any rite,
it Is n very delicious addition to dinnoers or
suppers, and with the expenditure of a little
care wnd trouble can be raised ag readily by
the wmuteur as the market gardener.—Coun-
try (enllemen.
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Pasturing Meadows.

A parngraph is traveling quite extensively
through our agricultural exchanges, recom-
mending pasturing mesdows as & meaus of
making them nwore productive. Tt gives the
nume of a practical furmer who has tried if,

nd is stire he knows that pasturing is the
prefernble practice.  All of which shows
that there are exceptions to all rules. Tt is
possible that under some eircumstances pas-
turing meadows may be reully beneficial ;
but it by no means follows that it is to be
generally recommende].  For the great ma-
Jurity of meadows pasturing at any sesson
is updoubtedly injurious, The roots both
oft ¢lover and timothy ure very lablo to in-
Jjury by the tramping of cattle at any season,
Cropping the herbage diminishes the vigor
of the plant, If fed down in spring, it will
usually ba impossible to get more than half
# crop. I fed closely afier hayiug, the nat-
ural shelter of the plant and roots for win-
ter ix destroyed.,

The exception to this is where blue grass
or red top completely acoupy thesoil. Their
fing roots are scarcely injured when the
ground {8 dry, and the removal of surplus
griss lenves the surfuce more open tothe
warm sunshine of early spring, The intense
cald of winter on a dry soil will uot injurs

* the roots of such & weadow, and there is a
positive advantage in baving the ground
clenr nnd open to the warmth and light of
spring.

How much clover is injured by close pas-
turing may be seen by watehivg the bad of-
fect which o wagon {rack has made across
the figld. The crowns of the clover roets
will be found broken down, and tle plunts
mide about as feeble and stunted & growth
s eorn plunts would nnder similar circum-
stances.  The hoof of u borse or cow s litile
1 4= destructive to elover wherever it tonches.
Of couree, rich full fed cpttle will wander
but little and the injury will be less ; but
whioever expeots to get the best rosult from
baving bis flelds seeded with elover should
see to it thal stock of any Kind is kept out
of them, aud thatthe crop is allowed to ob-
tain nearly its full growth before outting.—
Moore's Rural,
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Breeding Fowls.

When it can be done, mate the Lest two-
year-old hens with o fine, lurge, vigorous
cock, one-year-old. Where pullets nre nspd
in breeding they should be mated with s
cock two yeursold, A hen's first luying for
the senson will always give the Lest ohioks
Bhe is then more vigorous than after lnying
a long while.
